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Proper Care of a Pipe. 
To obtain the best results from a 
briar pipe and increase th e pleasure of 
smoking, the following hints will he 
found of value; 
Fill the pipe well, 
light th e tobacco evenly and smoke 
Slowly. This will avoid excessive h e a t­ 
ing of the wood and will prevent it 
from burning. 
See th a t the tobacco 
is entirely consumed, so that th e cake 
m ay form all over the inside of the 
bowl. 
Do not till a new pipe until it 
has cooled off. Rem ove the cake which 
forms inside of the bowl frequently, as 
if the cake is allowed to become too 
thick it will split th e bowl, because 
when heated the cake expands more 
rapidly than the wood. W hen the cake 
has been scraped aw ay the sam e care 
should be taken as with a new pipe. 
Always keep your pipe clean; this will 
prevent it from getting strong. 
Best 
of all. keep several pipes in use and 
change frequently. 
It is no easy task to give direction 
that will insure tin* life and coloring 
of every m eerschaum pipe. 
Much de­ 
pends on the quality of the m aterial, j 
as also on the care exercised by tho 
smoker. 
Always sm oke slowly. 
T se 
a m eerschaum button. 
Allow the pi? e 
to 
cool 
before 
refilling. 
Keep 
the 
hands aw ay from th e bowl while It is 
hot. 
Use a top bowl if the sm oker de­ 
sires to color the pipe to the top. 
Avoid sm oking the pipe out of doors 
in rainy or extrem ely cold w eather. 
U nscrew the m outhpiece only when 
necessary; that is. when the pipe is 
clogged and needs cleaning. 
Use a 
knife with a rounded edge when it be­ 
comes necessary to rem ove tho caking 
In tho bowl.

OKLAHOMA HOMESTEAD LAW 


PRACTICALLY ADOPTED 


Guthne, Ok , Feb. 14 —By the re- 


vised report of the comtmttae on home- 
steads and exemptions submitting a 
constitutional proposition, the home- 
stead is placed in the country at 160 
acres, and in towns at not more than 
one acre, without regard to the value 
thereof, and may either be mortgaged 
or sold, as the owners desire 
The 


original report followed the Texas law 
under which mortgages are not l^al, 
reducing the allotment to 160 acres in 
the country, the value of which was 
not to exceed $3,000 
This report met 


such a storm of .protest m the convtn-. 
tton, as uflder the Oklahoma law home 
•£ead mortgages bejng legal, fully 7|5 
per cent are *ai4 tOi.be.enourabered^he 
committee was requested to make a 
modification 
In doing so it practically 


adopted the Oklahoma provision with 
additions to cover the Indian Territory 
, The new report stipulatjea.tJiaUndian 
homesteads made under ,laws and trea- 
twi between the Federal Government 
apd the tribes shall be affirmed and ' 
Jsspected until such homestead becomes 
alienable 
Homesteadstot Indutns are 


presumed to be of 160 acres average 
Und based on the land values made by 


the government.

sent to the Constitutional convention 
yesterday from the railroad and public 
service corporation committee favor- 
ing the election of three corporation 
commissioners, with jurisdiction of the 
affairs of all corporations. The report 
embraces the T«xas Constitutional pro- 
vision and many Texas statutes govern- 
ing the Railroad Commission of that 
State, added to which are features of 
the late Virginia Constitution 
The 


commission's authority is extended to 
ai|£e-making and police powers as ap- 
plied to common carriers, possessing 
also judicial functions, with authority 
te grant hearings before juries and ap- 
peal* from the decision of which may 
taJtftkV1 .*W to the Supreme Court 
of the State. The report is of thirty 
two sections and deals fully with the 
questions which were discussed in the 
campaign and, many of those brought 
out atjlntervals in the convention de- 
bates'. 


The convention spent all of the sess- 


ion jreaterday in considering the report 
on private corporations, and as far a* 
^he- w^ork has gone corporations and 
companies mqlude nil associations and 
joint stock companies having privileges 
not possessed by individuals, excluding 
municipal corporations and public in- 
stitutions 
controlled by the State. 


Corporations of every character are 
prohibited from influencing elections or 
official duty by contributions of money 
Neither shall they hold bonds, etc , of 
other corporations, and where such are 
acquired by foreclosure or otherwise, 
they shall be disposed of in twelve 
months 
They must submit laboj diff- 


erences to arbitration aa the law wil 
provide.

Romovp the cako which 
forms insiilo of the bow] frequently, ns 
If the cako la allowed to become too 
thick it will split the bowl, because 
when hrated the cake expands more 
rapidly than the wood. When the cake 
has been scraped nway the same caro 
should bo taken os with a new pipe. 
Always keep your pipe clean; this will 
pre\ent it from Kettlnc; strong. 
Best 


of all, keep several pipes In use and 
change frequently.
